HEMEROCALLIS (Daylilies) 


The spread of interest in Hemerocallis has been 
only natural, since it is a flowering perennial so 
versatile, it hardly knows limitation. Practically 
immune to disease or insect pests, it requires no 
frequent and burdensome spraying or dusting 
schedules. Its soil requirements are so minor that 
it may be grown in any garden area as a specimen 
or companion plant ...and may be used in many 
double purpose duties such as living mulches a- 
round small or open foliaged trees, for retention 
of terraces, edgings along drives or naturalizing. 
‘The blooming span is wide and may be made con- 
tinuous from early spring until late fall by selec- 
tion of varieties, and there is a wide range of height 
and color from which to choose . 


PLANTING TIME may be anytime the ground 
is tillable, but spring or fall planting is recom- 
mended. It should be remembered that fall plant- 
ing in northern gardens must be done far enough 
in advance of cold weather to allow the plants 
time to establish themselves in order to prevent 
heaving. It must also be remembered that newly 
set plants must have abundant moisture to insure 
new root development. This is especially true in 
cases of plants set in advance, or during, hot, dry, 
weather. Hemerocallis correctly planted and once 
established are quite capable of taking care of them- 
selves, but do require the above considerations at 
planting. 


SOIL REQUIRMENTS: They will thrive in al- 
most any garden soil, provided the soil is not poor- 
ly drained or too heavily shaded and is of reason- 
able fertility. Daylilies, when given special con- 
sideration and care, reward us richly in perfor- 
mance and beauty. Printed suggestions and com- 
plete planting instructions are sent with each 
order. 


FIRST YEAR RESULTS: No variety should be 
judged by its performance the first year. Only after 
a daylily becomes established .. . usually by the 
second or third year . . . will it produce character- 
istic bloom. Of course, no bloom or performance 
can be judged as normal during unusual or extreme 
weather conditions.
